U.K. to protect Dutch 
minesweepers in Gulf 
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LONDON (Agencies) — Britain has agreed to 
protect two Dutch minesweepers being sent to the 
Gulf, the Defence Ministry said on Friday. 


'if they wish to operate in the 
same area as Britain's mines- 
weepers we will provide the hre- 
power to protect them if it is 
necessary and they desire it," a 
spokesman told Reuters. 

“The Dutch will benefit from 
the level of protection available 
to OUT own minesweepers,” he 
said. 

The Dutch parliament on 
Thursday approved the govern- 
ment's decision to send two 
minesweepers to the Gulf to join 
Western efforts to keep its waters 
open for intemationaJ upping. 

The British spokesman said this 
Defence Ministry would also dis- 
cuss protection for the mines- 
weeping force Belgium plans to 
send to the Gulf next week. 

“But any announcement on 
whether we are providing protec- 
tion for them would come first 
from the Belgians,'’ he said. 

Britain will hold talks soon 
with the French navy on aving it 
logisticai he4) in the Gulf region, 
he added. 

Naval teams from The Nether- 
lands and Belpum met Defence 
Ministry officials in London on 
Thursday to discuss the British 
Royal Navy's co-ordinating role 
in the Gulf, the spokesman said.

AlRal: Perez de CueUar begins mission 

U.N. Secretary General Javier Perez de Cuellar today embarks on a 
new mission in the Gulf to end the conflict between Iran and Iraq. De 
CueUar wiU be going to Tehran first to try to obtain its endorsement 
of the Security ^undl Resolution S98 which provides for an end to 
the war betu^n the two neighbours. His mission comes against a 
back gr ound of stepp^ up war activhv by land, sea and air, nuddng 
his task even more difficult and his talks more decisive, accord^ to 
observers at die United Nations Organisation. De CneUar's mission 
and its results wiU show the world if me conflict is now nearing its end 
or is goii^ the other direction, largeW due to the Iranian mtransi- 
Eence which would subsequently call for sanctioos to be imposed on 
UK Tehran regime. So far prospects for De CueUar’s success look 
bleak because there is noting to indicate tlKt the Iranian reg^ has 
changed its position or will do so in the foreseeable future. In view of 
the secretary general's visit, and the recent developments in the Gulf, 
the G^f Cooperation Council has decided to hold an ur^nt meeting 
Saturday to mscuss Iran's continued threats to Gulf countries. If De 
Cuellar fails in his attempt to secure Iran’s acceptance of the Securitv 
CouDcfl resolution, then the international community should look 
into the proqiect of imposing sanctions. 

AlDustour: Libyan-Iraqi relations take a 
turn 

THE Libyan-lraqi joint communique issued Thuisday i^n the 
condosion of the Libyan foreign minister’s visit to Baghdad spells a 
feeling of satisfaction and relief. The communique also revives nopes 
in dK Arab World of a re-establishment of solidariw among Arab 
countries, a long-sought dream by the Arab masses who aqpire unity 
and cooperation mnong themselves in the face of foreign tiir^ts. The 
oonununique diowed beyond doubt that regardless of the past 
disputes and (fi^rences, the Arats have no alternative to unity of 
ranks and joint action in the face of external thi^ts.

Religion: A new framework 


ISLAM then is not against development to the same degree that 
other reUgions are or are not What is needed is neitber t^ 
repudiation nor blind apoiogj^ but a new epistemological 
framework that combines a rational approadi to life with spiritual 
e l e m en Ty that gjve freedom of choice making life more palat^le. 
The present epistemological framework is dther too spiritual, 
resting on, retr a c tin g into, or recreating an idealised civilisation 
that once was, or fetalisti^y pragmatic accepting and apologising 
for aU forms of authority that exist in Arab life. To confer nature 
tod control, for the benefit of man, its material side throt^ 
knowledge and the sdentific approach to life is a precondition for 
mo^rnity. To view other sources of the law, besides that divinely 
revealed, such as poative and natnral laws as a necessity for 
regulating public life, espedaUy the state, is another precondition. 
In this world men compete for its resources and the state must 
regulate the rules of the game and control them. Neither of these 
comfitions need be contiadi^ry to the ofrier. 

Many intellectuals, both Muaim and other, claim that this 
rational rolritnal frameworit has not developed and cannot be 
developed bemuse cerbun conditions have not been met. The first 
is die so-called atonce of a protesting reformation movement in 
Tdam though one can point to a mnltitude of movement 
throoghout Mami e hiatniy including Khariji tendencies, al-Mu’tazi- 
lab, and several other sy^ms of thoi^t both medieval and 
mi^m. The second conation thcn^t to be necessary, and yet 


absent, is the need to separate religion from the state. 

Upcm reflection, the po^g of these two fnecoiKStions seems to 
complicate ratto tto simSify the issue. Fiist because human 
progress cannot wait nor is there an imirdad law diat dktates that 
the experience of one dritotion need be duplicated elserriwre. 
Second and more important is the question of what purpose a 
r^Mxnation movement or a separation of state and retocm would 
serve. Both the reformation, and the separation of state and 
chur^, where it occuxred in the West, had as tbefr objective the 
creation of certain conditions that would put reUgjon in its prc^MX 
place in public life; to make it an autborify that is at best 
subservient to the state, or at least equal and preferably on good 
terms of cooperation with the state. 

In looking at the Islamic experienoe either in historig^^ or 
contenqmiary terms, it is only on rare, very rare occasions diat the 
state has not been in control; the experience of the frasdan 
revolntion of 1979 nonrithstanding. Hk ruler almost alwa;^, even 
in ^’a Islam, has had the iqiper hand and could, shonid he see fit, 
outline the parameters of tne relationship. Basically, no indepen* 
dent reliaous authorify like that in the Western expoience has 
'developed to compete, and often bloodily conflict, with secular 
authority. This feature of Islamic enierience bad the unfrutmiate . 
consequence of freeir^ foe secular hand to dictate, in the literal 
sense, the boondaries of public life, and was a major cause for foe

ONE of the rarely known or recranised causes of car accidents in 
Jordan has becm to low quality oftyrK used by motorists. By low 
quality, 1 mean worn out fyres that skid easily and ftil to to 
road when brakiiig to avert a crash or a pedestrian oossing to 
street. I have noticed that there b a ^wing number of deabrs 
here who are importing used tyres frxm Europe on a large scale, 
perhaps lato enongh to be a cause of worry, curopean standards 
allow vehide tyres to reach a minhunm tread depth two 
miUnneteis. Aft^ that, a car owner b required to change hb tyres 
OT else get fined. Tlib law was brought in effm by to 
Intematiaial Road Federation (IRF) as a meais of making 
driving safer and more pleasurrole. It has been sdentiScalfy 
proven foat tyres wifo a tread dqrth of les foaua two mflliiiKters 
significant lose their grip on to road and hence becone a threat 
to to dri^ and passengers, not to mention pedestrians. 

It b understandable foat peorie are loold^g for means to cut 
ejqKoses, especially dnriim hard economic times; but when to 
return b a risk to someon^s life, it U well worth considering to 
expense. Let's say an average used tyre may last anywhere from 
fom- to twelve months if the customer makes a good ^oice, and 
win cost between JD 4 to JD 10. On the other tond, a new tyre, 
that b sub-standard and not approved by Eonroean authorities, 
win cost in to range of JD IS, and last about 18 nunfos. 
Alternatively, a new well knovta brand of tyre of the same size 
would cost around JD 20 and serve to car for tineeyears, not to 
mention the decrease in risk that one boys wifo a weD knoini fyre 
luand. A retreaded tyre, which may be considered an ^tentative 
by some pecmle, b not even worth mentioning since a driver 
wodd be tnd^ if the tyre lasted longer than oiK month, not to 
mention to con^nences of thb tyre foiling to driver wfole 
travefling at a high roeed. - - 

The International Road Federation had an extensive researdi 
•cond u cted before poshing for tius law to be enacted mfo to 
purpose of savinghves. It is worth pondering to fam tiial we are 
buymg what the cuiopeans reject. The way 1 see it, life b too 
short and valuable to take such unnecessary risks.

Prodnders grumble that the 
government pays low prices for 
cotton and that the state system 
has backfired. 

'Tt's a lot of hard work yieldine 
.very little profit to the faimers, 
apM agriculture ministry offi- 
cial Yassm Osman. 

Cotton farming is costly. Over 
eight months of gro^ it needs 
more labour, inapctiriAi^ and ac- 
rid sprayii^ foam most ofoei 
enm, a fanner explafoed. The 
end result is a net profit of $145 
per acre. 

Farmers are unimpressed by 
goods sold to them through a 
state marketing system, by free 
water, subsidmed seeds, pesti- 
cides and fertiliseis or by low- 
interest loans. 

State-fixed prices and quotas 
halved land under cotton to one 
million acres but new modem 
methods kqrt tiie yield high. 

Fanners paid fines or went to 
prison rather than sell their crops 
at a loss, Agricultare ^^Diste^ 
Youssef Wall told pariiament last 
month. 

Millions of rural peasants 


sou^t work in booming oil states 
or in the teeming streets of Cairo, 
fining the capitd to bursting point 
and creating a manpower ensis on 
the farms. 

The government now fixes 
what it deems to be fair prices. 
Cotton is stiU the biggest com- 
modity export, as itbas been 
ance it was mtroduced to Egypt 
over a century ago. 

Egypt, whose other main 
sources of income are the Suez 
Canal, oil, and money from 
workers abroad, earned about 
$400 mrllron from cotton exports 
in 1^ and expects more from 
the bumper harvest forecast for 
this year. 

Farmers send cotton to about 
2,200 collecting centres and the 
state buys it after it is graded by a 
government expert.

Surprisingly, Egypt also imports 
cotton. Its own crop is very hi^

In September and October, a 
million youngsters cut classes to 
work removing the main pest, the 
cotton worm, from the crop, llie 
education ministry complains, 
while the agriculture ministry 
pleads for the start of the 
academic year to be delayed. 

An abnormal heatwave this 
summer has inhibited cotton 
worm infestation, boosting the 
crop to bumper levels, f^ers 
say. 

The crop is harvested under the 
watchful eyes of state officials 
who ensure that no cotton is 
smuggled to the local market for 
higher prices than the govern- 
ment p^. 

“Our immediate problem now 
is the manpower riiortage," a 
fenner said. “There are machines 
to harvest wheat and rice, but 
none has yet been marketed to 
collect cotton." 


China’s 1st polling company probes public opinion

BEUING — China's first opinion 
polline oiganisation has found 
that tne Chinese are ready to 
speak their mind, and not always 
to the government's liking. 

Since its formation last Octo- 
ber, China Social Survey has con- 
ducted major opinion polls on 
economic said political reforms. It 
has also delvM into market re- 
seairch, examining consumer 
tastes in refrigerators aud other 
household goods. 

*‘By random surveys, we can 
express ma^ ideas to our lead- 
ers," said Du Yan, director of 
China Social Survey. “It is better 
than sta^ng demonstrations.” 

Du saio cminioD polls “ctnildn't 
be imagined 10 years ago," when 
p^le stiU feaiM imnv»liate re- 
prisals for questioning the gov- 
ernment line. 

But today, as China shite to a 
more market-oriented economy, 
“leaders want to know what peo- 
ple think. Our services are 
needed so as to eliminate shock 
to society in making polides.*' 


Du stressed that the polls show 
strong backing for the govern- 
ment^ reform policies, but said 
they also turned up pockets of the 
disaffected. 

two-thirds in a May-June 
poll said economic reforms v/en 
gmng in the right direction, 15 

g er cent said they were dissatis- 
ed. They expres^ concern ab- 
out loss of job security and

Tourists bare all on 
Yugoslavian beaches

ADA NA BOJANI, Yugoslavia

“No one will know what indi- 
viduals replied. We don't know,” 
he said. 

Another survey of 2,000 in- 
dustrial managers revealed that 
while most were optimistic about 
the future, 80 per cent com- 
plained about outside obstacles to 
smooth production. 

Managers said they were 
shackled by shortages of electric- 
ity, raw materials, equipment and 
funds. 

China Social Survey is under 
the auspices of the state commis- 
sion for restructuring the econo- 
mic system and now has a regular 
staff of 60 with 200 volunteers 
nationwide. 

Du said the organisation is paid 
separately for each poll it con- 
ducts. It is now a non-profit 
operation, chaimng only a service 
tee. But its leaders ha\'e visions of 
converting it into a money-mak- 
ing business under future reforms 
that will allow, or force, enter- 
prises to pay their own way and 
give them a share in any p^ts. 


He said the results of the polls 
are immediately released to the 
press, which is state-run and not 
obliged to print poll results. The 
only results withheld from the 
press are consumer surveys, be- 
cause of their competitive nature, 
Du added. With the introduction 
of profit motives, companies that 
commission market research polls 
about consumer tastes might 
want to use the findings to their 
own advantage in order to outsell 
rival makers. 

While China Social Survey is 
the only company devoted solely 
to taking poUs, ofrinion survew 
are increasiimly common as the 
Communist rarty tries harder to 
meet, rather than dictate, popu- 
lar needs. 

A state statistical bureau sur- 
vey of 17,000 urban families 
found 61 per cent had washing 
machines and 26 pe cent colour 
televisions, but only 30 per cent 
have private toilets. 

A ^jing city poll found that 
64 per cent disapproved of pre- 
marital sex, down from 80 per 
cent in 1982.

Japan joins world hunt for elusive quark

TSUKUBA SCIENCE CITY, 
Japan — In silver tunnels beneath 
Japanese pines, scientists smn 
atoms at close to the sp^ of ii^t. 
They are in a woriowide. multi- 
billion-doilar race to find a parti- 
cle that has eluded the best minds 
and machines in the United 
States, Europe, China and the 
Soviet Union. 

The particle sought in Japan's 
STOO-nuUion super collider and 
super colliders elsewhere is the 
last of the six subatomic parti- 
cles. .-..V 

Whoever finds it first can ex- 
pea a glimpse of a tidbit locked 
inride the structure of the atom, 
more insight into nature's bluep- 
rint and, just perh^qis, a Nobel 
Prize in (mysics. 

“Our senses delve smaller and 
smaller." said physicist Sadabaru 
Uehara. “Now we can recognise 
the smaller units of matter in 
nature. We want to know why 
they exist, and what forces gov- 
ern them." 

Scientists say all matter is made 
up of quarks and leptons, which 
make up atoms that combine to 
b^me oceans, stars, human 
beings. They have found the lep- 
tons and think nature made six 
quarks, but so far have disco- 
vered only five. 

Scientists name each quark 
according to its diaractenstics. 
Those who found the fourth 
quark, the charm, won the Nobel 
physics prize. But tbe discoverers 
of the fifth, the bottom, went 
unnoticed by the Nobel commit- 
tee. With a worldwide hunt on for 
the sixth, top quark, it is difficult 
to say whether discovery will 
bring the prize.

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yields could do man some good, • 
scientists here say, but not now. 
They have yet to understand the 
fiindamentt^ of quarks and other 
subatomic particles, let alone har- 
ness their power. 

Uehara is part of the 350-man 
team that monitors Tristan, 
which beg^ running in May. The 
two-mile ring lies 35 feet under 
the countryside an hour from 
Tokyo on the outskirts of the 
government's science enclave. 

Tsukuba Science City is home 
to 6,000 scientists and 46 research 
laboratories, but its prime attrac- 
tion is the accelerator and com- 
plex, of offices and labs built to 
service jl. • 

About as big around as a roll of 
paper towels, the accelerator ring 
runs through a subway-size tun- 
nel, surrounded by parade-guid- 
ing magnets. 

Its main job is to unleash 
elementary particles by smashing 
electrons and positrons head-on 
from opposite directions at 
99.9999999998 per cent the speed 
of light 

Nearby, a “partide fectory" 
makes electrons and positrons 
and injects them into a smaller 
ring, where they whirl around, 
building up to millions' of elec- 
tron volts of energy before being 


pulsed into Tristan — electrons in 
one direction and positrons in the 
other. Magnets draw the beams 
on until they crash at 2S billion 
electron volts each, produdng a 
50-billion electron volt collision. 

About 20 times a day. once in 
every 750 million or so collisions, 
computer screens in the under- 
ground laboratories show an 
“event" — a blossoming of spir- 
als that trace the paths of frag- 
ments burstine free. 

Uehara ana others watch the 
screens for eight-hour stretches. 
24 hours a day, hoping for hints 
of undiscovered tidbits. It takes 
greater and greater eneigies to 
create successive quarks. If at 
some energy level the rate of 
events suddenly rises, they will 
know they have found the sixth 
quark. 

In between, they may take a bit 
of time for jogs around the com- 
plex at more leisurely speeds than 
the particles coursing beneath 
their feet. 

The Japanese have reason to 
hurry. Tnstan is now the world's 
pre-eminent electron-positron 
collider, but it will soon be 
eclipsed by other, stronger 
machines. 

In about a year, Stanford Uni- 
versity in California will complete 


$ 
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a more powerful electron-posit- 
ron accelerator, and the Euro- 
pean Organisation for Nuclear 
Research in Geneva a stronger 
one by 1989. 

Fermilab in Batavia, Illinois, is 
the world’s most powerful proton 
collider, with energies higher 
than Tristan's, but the research 
director for Tristan. Ken 
Kikuchi, says detecting quarks in 
the greater debris of proton-anti- 
proton collisions is “like trying to 
find a diamond in a huge amount 
of junk.” 

Within 10 years, pending 
approval from (Congress, the Un- 
ited States plans the absolute 
giant among the world's atom 
smashers — the 53-miie supe^ 
conducting super collider (SSC), 
to be built at a cost of $4.4 oillion. 

The SSC will be a proton, 
smasher c^ble of energy levels 
reaching 2(J trillion electron volts. 
20 times more powerful than Fer- 
milab. Scientists say collisions of 
such incredible intensity will 
approximate the big bang, the 
explosion that created the uni* 
verse, and inevitably produce the 
sixth quark and other particles. 

Tristan should top 60 billion 
electron volts when superconduc- 
tors are installed next year, 
according to Kikuchi.

Wanted English soccer fan jailed for 4 years 


LIVERPOOL (Agencies) — An 
Engli^ soccer &i, wanted in 
Belgium on a manslaughter 
charge arising out of the 1985 
Heysel Stadium riot, was jailed 
for four years Thnrsday for 
assaulting four people in a ouiger 
bar. 

At IJveipool Crown Court, 
Anthony nogan admitted one 
wounding and three assault 
diaiges ansing out of an inddent 
in downtown Liverpool in 
January. 

But for Thursday's court 
appearance. Hogan, 24, would 
have been extramted to Bel^um 
along with 25 other Liverpool 
fans, on manslaoghter chams. 
They stem from the May 19^ 
riot, in which 39 mostly Italian 
people died, before the Uver- 
pooI-Juventus European Oiam- 
pions’ Cup final at the Heysel 
StkSum, Brussels. 

The other 25 are being held in a 
Brussels jail awaiting trial. 

The British Home Office said

The EC has been very success- 
ful in selling processed and high- 
value products, including iKef, 
cheese, canned fruit, fruit juices, 
sugar, butter, dry and condented 
milk, and a variety of similar 
products, Mr. Taha said. 

Australia, Turk^ and Eastern 
Europe are major suppliers of 
mutton and lamb, as well as live 
riieep.

The U.S. ambassador to Syria, 
Mr. William Eagleton, was recal- 
led in Novemto after Britain 
tm>ke diplomatic relations with 
Damascus over Hindawi's convic- 
tion. He returned to Damascus 


last week and has already met 
President Hafez A1 Assad, 
according to a State Department 
of^al.
